Councilmen Fail To Give Department 
of Education More Money, but 
Authorizes School Board to 
Close One Week Ear- 
lier Than Usual. 


No increase in the appropriation to 
the schoo] department of schools will be 
made by council, but arrangergents have 
been perfected for seating the 130 chil- 
dren who are at present without room in 
the schools. This was done by authoriz- 
ing the board of education to close the 
schools one week earlier than usual] next 
June. This will give the school board an 
excess in its appropriation of ‘about 
$5,000. 

Council's finance committee has power 
to act in the matter of reapportioning 
the money’ given thes department of 
schools and will doubtless meet this 
morning for the purpose of doing so. 

Directly after the meeting of council 
yesterday afternoon the aldermanic 
board met in sepcial session and con- 
curred in the action of council upon this 
subject. 

This was done at the request of E. P. 
Burns, a member of the board of edu- 
cation, who was granted the privilege 
of the floor during the segsion of yester- 
day afternoon. 

In asking for the increase Mr. Burns 
said that every vacant seat in the schools 
has becn taken, while there are overflows 
at Crew, Ira, Fraser, Edgewood and 
Boulevard schools, — 

“Either you must give us money to op- 
erate,’ he said, “or we must tell these 
130 children to go back home.” 

A schedule showing the needs of the 
schools was presented by him: It asked 
for $1,010 for salaries; $3,102 for expen- 
sés and suppiles and $1,461.80 for equip- 
ment. 

“If you cannot find the maeney it will 
be necessary to either authorize us to 
close the schools a week or ten days

The grand jury today made a special 
presentment requesting that the six other 
murder trials be taken up before that 
of Tillman in order that Lexington coun- 
ty might not be burdened with the esz- 
pense of holding witnesses 

They were not concerned about the 
Tillman case because Richland county 
must bear that expense. 

Solicitor Thurmond made an effort to 
have the caSe set for Thursday, but ha 
could not prevail. 

Among the fourteen lawyers who ap- 
peared in the case today there was @ 
congTrcssman, an ex-congressman, a for- 
mer attorney general and a former cir.

BLEW ONE BREATH T00 MANY 


After Eating Onions Williams Blew 
His Breath in Young Men’s

THEY ASK FOR SPECIAL TRAIN. 


Newspapers Complain of Lack .of 
Facilities to Reach Lexington. 

Washington, September 21.—(Spectal.)— 
Interest in Jim ~ Tillman's, trial, which 
fommenced at Lexineton, S. C., today, 
was inereased in Washington by a sug- 
gestion that the Southern railroad had 
put on a special train between Lexington 
and Columbia for the accommodation of 
ithe large number of persons who wi"'l 
he attracted to Lexington during the 
trial. Many of the newspapers of the 
country have sent special correspondents 
to Lexington to report what promises toe 
be a famous trial. 

At the Southern railway headquarters 
it is said that the suggestion of a spe- 
cial train between Lexington and Colum- 
bia was made to the local’ agent and it 
is probable that additional facilities wil) 
be furtiished if there is a sufficient guar- 
antee of increased transportation toa 
justify the putting on of a 12-mile spe- 
olal, It is said that several of ‘the lead- 
ing newspapers, who @omplain of the 
lack of telegraph and ‘hotel facilities, 
are willing to stand the expense of a 
“press special’ between the points named 
during the trial. The subject is still under 
consideration. 

There is a division of opinién among 
South Carolinans as to the-length and 
result ‘of the trial, with Judge Gary pre- 
siding. By some it ts claimed that he ifs 
the fairest and most Impartial judge in 
South Carolina, and by others it is said 
|that he is a staunch friend of Senator 
Tillman, 
upon the case. The general impression 
here is that there will be a failure to con- 
vict.

Recently in Woodruff county in this 
te an insect appeared which caused 
uch damage to cotton and is still caus- 
ing it. It was thought «by the planters 
fhat these insects were the Mexican boll 
weevil, but investigation proved them to 
be the sharpshooter, a pest which does 
almost as great a damage as the boll 
weevil but ,which disappears after one 
season and may not: agpear in the same 
_ region for a number of years or at all, 
whereas the boll weevil when once it 
appears stays year after year. 

A special to The Arkansas Gazette, 
from Hope, the county seat of Hemp- 
stead county, says the crop there is 
g0od, though it has suffered some dete- 
rioration, but no more than that suffered. 
in other Arkansas cvuntiles, and there 
has been no evidence of boll weevil. 

A Gazette special from Washington, 
D. C., says: 

“Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the depaft: 4 
ment of entOmology, said today that he 
ha@ no recora of the boll weevi] in any 
of the northwest Texas border counties. 
Dr. Howard added, however, that there 
Was a bare possibility of isolated cases. 

7 For instance, not long ago a few of the 
weevils were found at the Louisiana ex- 
periment Station, and just how they 
go there “was néver known. If the weevil 
had. been doing ‘great damege’ in Ar} 
kansas the agricultural department would 
¢ertainivy have heard about it. Fre- i 
quently a boll weevil scare is precipi- 
tated by the discovery of insects that re- 

eee sémble the weevil, but are altogether dif- 
ferent. 

“The department is constantly receiv- 
ing all sorts of insects which are claimed 
to be boll weevil, but are not.”

In his capacity as head of the depart- 
ment of the government which deals with 
criminals, Mr. Akers-Douglas has just 
laid before parilament a scheme regard- 
ing the treatment of wrongdocrs which 
he hopes will solve a problem that has 
been for years agitating the minds of his 
predecessors. He {fs going to trv and 
reform the criminal classes sn as to make 


them both within and without the prison ° 


useful citizens. 
Hitherto prisoners, irrespective of their 


antecedents, who were sentenced to penal ° 


servitude, that Is any term involving con- 
finement for over two years, were put to 
such unprofitable occupations as picking 
oakum cr breaking stones. 

The secretary feels that all prisoners 
are not hopeless cases, hence his new 
scheme. Young men serving their first 
period are to be kept under special ob- 
servation and if it is found that the 
criminal instinct is not strongly developed 
in them they will be taught some useful 
trade which may help them to becoma 
respectable citizens on _ their release. 
Habitual criminals will be. also put to 
some useful occupation by which they 
will be no longer a burden on the tax- 
payer, and if thev show no disposition 
to reform they will be kept in prison 
for an indefinite period. ‘This feature of 
the scheme is drastic because it will needa 
a special act of parliament to put it into 
operation. 

It is quite like the Rt. Hon. Mr. Akers- 
Douglas tg tackle promptly on entering 
a new department the biggest difficulty 
confronting that d¢vartment. He is a 
hard-headed, plain-speaking plain-looking 
man, who, like Mr. Chamberlain, always 
has had the reputation of getting things 
done. As first commissioner of works, 
he gained respect by a vigcrous pwlicy 
especially with regard to factories and 
sanitary inspection. As home secretary 
he has the prerogative of reprieving or 
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refusing to reprieve condemned criminals 
and the way in which he has used it 


has strengthened the gocd opinion held} 


of him throughout the country. 

He used to be a soldier ay his soldier 
son, whose South African record is un- 
usual, inherits his father’s military zeal. 
Mr. Akers-Douglas is justly proud of his 
boy, whom Juck as well as valor seems 
to attend. At Magersfontefhn he was 
shot in the sleeve of his tunic and his

Mr. Akers-JDouglas comes of a family 
Kknewn for its charity and general good 
works.

Broderick, the secretary for. war, to be 
secretary for India in succession to Lord 
Gecrge Hamilton; and Lord Selborne, the 
first lord of the admiralty, to be secre- 
tary for the colonies in succession to Jo- 
seph Chamberlain. 

No cfficial confirmation of the appoint- 
ment has yet been forthcoming. It is 
krown that Lord Milner, the British 
high commissioner of South Africa, was 
offered the cologial secretaryship. 

Premier Balfour’s private secretary in- 
formed the Associated Press that the re- 
Ported cabinet appointments had not yet 
been made. 

Apparently Lord Milner ifs still consid- 
ering the offer of the colcnial secretary- 
ship, ard therefore is probably due the 
Celay. 

Well infcrmed persons express’ the 
cpinion that Word Selborne will remain 
at the admiralty to carry out the re- 
forms he has inaugurated. 

The question of the support of the 
national party for the new fiscal policy 
of retaliation !s said to be the subject 
of negotiations between the government 
and the Irish leaders. It is reported 
that Chief Irish Secretary Wyndham is 
offering a concession in the shape of a 
Réman Catholic coellegs at Dublin, while 
the nationalists, on the other hand, are 
demanding a measure of local self-goy- 
ernment as the price of their support.

SKINNER GOES 
TO ABYSSINIA 


American Will Be Guarded 
on His Trip by 
Marines. 


Washington, September 2!1.—Under in- 
aetructions from the state department, 
Robert P. Skinner, the American con- 
sul general at Marseilles, will penetrate 
the wilds of Abyssiana, guarded by a de- 
tachment of American marines from the 
European squadron. He hopes to nego- 
tlate with the king of Abyssinia a com- 
mercial treaty, which, it is hoped, will 
give important advantages to American 
trade. The navy department has inform- 
ed the state department that either the 
Machias, now at Port Said, or the San 
Francisco, which ig lying off Beirut, will 
be available to take Mr. Skinner to Ji- 
buli. From there the consul general will 
be accompanied by a marine guard of 
sixteen men and will visit the capital 
of Abyssinia and Hearar.

NOT FOR WHITE 
BUT FOR LAW 


Judge Lore, of Delaware, on 
the Lynching of the 
Negro. 


Wilmington, Del., September 2!.—Chief 
Justice Lore, of the Delaware supreme 
court, today delivered a strong charge 
to the grand jury which is considering 
the criminal work of the county courts, 
After reciting the details of the murder 
on June '5 of Helen Bishop by George 
White and the subsequent lynching of 
White by a mob, Justice Lore said: 

“The crime of George White and his 
punishment are not before us. On his 
body human vengeance has done its work. 
If the matter concerned George White 
alone, there woulhd be nothing left for 
our consideration. But for the first time 
the lawless and revolting crime of lynch- 
ing has invaded this state. We Nave 
heard of lynching as a punishment for 
horse stealing in the south and West and 
for homicides, criminal assault and other 
crimes elsewhere, but we flattered our- 
selves that such scenes could not Occur 
in our community, composed as it is 
largely of that good old English stock 
whose obedience to law has been one 
of the secrets of our civilization and of 
the safety of our people. We are now 
confronted, however, with this crime, and 
must meet it.. Shall we invite its visi- 
tation in the future by acquilescing in its 
perpetration or make such crime hereaf- 
ter improbable, if not impossible; by deal- 
ing out adequate punishment. 

“No good citizen, we are persuaded, can 
regard the lynching of George White in 
any other light than as a brutal crime. 
and as a flagrant violation of the law. 
Gentlemen, in this country we make our 
laws. 
to obey the law himself and see that it 
is obeyed by others ag far as he may. 
Lynching is a crime against the law of 
both God and man. Every wilful par- 
ticipant in such an act is a murderer, No 
man has a right to commit that crime 
because he believes or fears some other 
person who is entrusted with the execu- 
tion of the law will fai] or hag failed in 
the performance of his duty. Under the 
law we know what our rights are, and 
in the main we find they are fairly at- 
tained and enforced. No human la or 
human institutions are perfect. This no 
reasonable man will expect, 

“Lynching and mob law, their pro- 
moters and encouragers, whether they be 
of high or low degree, should receive no 
favors at the hands of thoughtful and 
patriotic men. There must be govern- 
ment or nongovernment. The line of 
cleavage is clear. 

‘In obedience to the oath you have 
taken to do your duty to your state, we 
ask you to so act that the. crime of 
lynching may be suppressed in this state, 
so far as by your action that end may 
be attained and that the perpetrators of 
this crime and the authors of the disgrace 
that has come on us through their crime 
shall be dea!t with according to their 
just merits.’

‘The facts 
going to show a scarcity of farm labor 
in this and other states of the south, 
the varicus remedies that have been 
suggested—embrgecing as. they dv the 
brjnging in of European and cvep Chi- 


‘nese immigrants—and ihe strong ar- 


gument of Professor Philipps in his 
two papers favoring a return to the. 
plantation system have called forth a 
great deal of comment. 

In another column of today’s issue 
there appears a letter from a practical 
dairy man of Harmony Grove, who 
takes issue with Professor Philipps 
and gives at some length the-reasons 
for the faith that is in him.” In Sun- 
day’s Constitution Mr. Sanders, of Pen- 
ficld, and Mr.. Adams, of Jacksorville,,. 
Tex., give their incorsement to the 
principles underlying the argument of 
Professor Philipps. 

Mr. Adams believes there are obsta- 
cles, almost insurmountable, in. the 
way of the general adoption of this. 
method. Opposition, he contends, will 
come “from the very large per cent of 
our population whose livelihood c:mes 
from trading and trafficking with the 
small fry,” and he sees no relief until 
a successfu} mechanical cotton picker 
is invented. As for immigration, he 
thinks no large proportion of white’ 
immigrants would long remain on the 
farms, certainly not as wage-earners. 
Mr. Sanders, on the other hand, con- 
tends that if the owners of cotton 
lands adopt the wage system instead 
of the tenant and cropring system, 
the result would be generally benefi- 
cial. This, as we understand it, is one 
of the things for which Professer Phil- 
ipps has been contending. 

The letter of Mr. Williamson, pub- 
lished today, takes the other side of 


| the question. »He seems to think that 


the small-farm system is better for 
the developmert of the state than any- 
thing like the plantation system, and 
Ne contends that “praciica! serfdom” 
would result from the adoption of the 
plans set forth by both Professor Phil- 
“A Georgia Farmer,” who has 
had a z00d deal to say about the value 
of Chinese as laborers. This may in 
a senSe be true of the suggestion of> 
the gentleman from Houston county, 
though the experience of Hawail is 
that the Chinese who are there as con- 
tract laborers upon the grea: sugar 
plantations are so much better off 
than they have ever been, or ever can 
be, in their own country that theré is 
not much occasion to sned tears over 
them. With regard to the argument 
of Professor Philipps, however, the 
charge of a “return to serfdom’’. cer- 
tainly cannot possibly apply. Profes- 
sor Philipps has made it ciear tnat the 
use of the term “plantation system” 
does not in the jieast imply anything 
like slavery. This is a mistake made 
by those who seem to believe there 
could be no -plantation system with 
free labor. When he argues for the 
adoption of modern businéts in the 
cyltivaticn of the staple crops of the 
south, he means the substitution of a 
wage system for the tenant and crop- 
ping system now go generally in vogue 
and which Re believes, studying the 
question from a broad economic stand- 
point, is needlessly wasteful.

Editor Constitution: As a citizen of 
Georgia and as a farmer depending on the 
farm for a living I Want to protest 
against the doctrines lately published by 
your paper from the pen of Professor 
Phillips and of a “Georgia Farmer.”’ 


There is no more pernicious system of | 


lafo@y than that of serf and both these 
gentlemen offer suggestions for controlling 
labor in Georgia which, if adopted, would 
lead to practical serfdom. 

Georgia has made rapid progress Since 
the civil war away from the plantation 
system of farming toward the better sys- 
tem of smal] farms, and it would be a 
calamity now to return to the old plan, 
not only for the sake of the morals in- 
volved, but because there is no hope for 
the laborer ever being a better citizen 
and it woulR as certainly influence the 
character of the employers for the bad, 
as that one evi) follows another. 

No man has a right to the labor of 
another except at a Yair price. Because 
the cotton milis of the south are rapidly 
drawing the labor. from the cotton farms 
does not prove that we have too few la- 
borers on the farms, but that we have 
too many: The mills make more profit 
than the farims and, of course, can afford 
to jpay the best wages. The remedy is 
not to import More laborers, but to en- 
courage some of those we already have 
to go to the mills and into business. We 
already have too few consumers of farm 
products and too many producers. More 
than three-fourths of all the people of 
Georgia live on farms and are producers 
of farm crops. The average wages of the 
farm laborer in Georgia is $132.72, while 
that of the laborer engaged in manufac- 
tures in Atlenta is $439. The average 
value of the product of the Georgia farm 
laborer is $202, while that of the manu- 
facturer in Atlanta {[s $1,505. 

It will be a sad day for the citizenship 
of the state when any law is enacted or 
any scheme adopted whereby farm labor 
will receive less pay than it now receives. 

If a “Georgia Farmer’ has more land 
than he can get cultivated it proves that 
he has too much land. He really has 
no right to demand that any man should 
work for him, and if he cannot hire labor 
at a price which is profitable to himself 
and at the same time satisfactory to the 


, laborer, he should be content to let the 
laborer better his own condition by ac- 


cepting bettér pay from. the mills. 

I am an employer of labor myself, in a 
small way, and J will rejoice when the 
day comes when. the laborer on the farm 
will receive as much pay for an equal 
amount of work as the laborer in any 
other calling. This time can only come 
when there are fewer farm laborers in 
proportion to the total population, so that 
the product of his labor .will sell for more 
in the market, thus increasing the profit 
of the farm and in praportion reducing 
that of the manufacturer and business 
man until all will stand equal,

Dr . Bradley’s suliject was, ‘‘Is the Sepa-

I 
camnot but believe that the calm and hon- 
e8t deliberations of the whites and blacks 

the «scuth, in conferences like this, 
Where representative men and women 
from both races meet, must result in 
g00d. It is & hopeful sign to me that 
the discussion of what is popularly calied 

‘Trace question’ is no longer confined 
to conventions in the north, and that 
conferences ef temperate representatives 
of both races in the south are taking the 
Place of heated deliverances directed by 
one section against another. 

“The werid is coming to recognize to- 
day the fact which many of us have 
known so long, that the race problem, 
while affecting all sections of vur coun- 
try, is distinctively and pecuiiarly the 
South’s problem and that Hs righteous, 
settlement will depend upon the people 
Most affected. Well-wishers in different 
sections of our country may help some; 
uncharitabie critics may hinder some. But 
the south, being the home of the great 
body of men of African descent, must 
Randie her own problem and succeed 
or fail according to the proportion of wis- 
dom, justice. fairness and charity which 
she employs in the delicate work. 

“You have asked me to discuss the 
question of the separation of the whites 
and §iacks of the south. To be perfectly 
candid, I believe that it is the discussion | 
of a plan that is chimerical. I think there 
are some few persons who honestly b2- 
lieve that the separation of the races js 
feasible.

Negro Does Not Wish to Go. 


“In the first place, the negroes who are 
free Amorican citizens do not wish to be 
deported or segregated. I offer in proof 
of this statement the foliowing facts. 
Three or four years ago there were agen's 
operating. in Georgia secking to -e- 
cure négro families for work in distant 
states and, notwithstanding the elasti: 
consciences and over-developed wonder 
faculties of these agents, notwithstanding 
the promises of rich reward for easy 
work, notwithstanding glowing descrip- 
tions of a climate adapted in every way 
to the peculiar needs of the negro, there 
were only a few hundred negroes who 
were @ sufficiently to leave their 
homes. A few families went away from 
the town fn which I was at that time 
living and I believe that ‘hree out of 
four of those that went from my town 
and immediate neighborhood, negroes 
with whom I was personally acquainted 
and whom I regarded as my firends, have 
come back. The pitiful stories that cane 
from these piaces to which the negroes 
had been carried were sufficient, in most 
cases, to secure from their friends at 
home the needed railroad fare for their 


return. 

-“Becond proof. has not been so long 
that we have forgotten when one of 
your own bishops, With commanding fig- 
ure and sonorous voice, wrought earn- 
estiy .and eloquently, and even vehe- 
mentiy, to secure emigrants from the 
God 4c ep south of Liberia, a land

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opportunity for intellectual and moral 
advancement is in the south. I do not 
say that the negro has no friends except 
amongst the white people of the south, 
but I do say that I believe that no sec- 
tion of the conntry has as much patience 
with his shortcomings, sympathy for his 
sufferings and disposition to help the ne- 
gro as the good people of the southern 
States. When asked the difference be- 
tween the south and the north in its at- 
titude toward the negro, a colored man 
replied: ‘The southerner sympathizes 
with a negro, but not the negro; the 
northerner with the negro, and not a 


negro.’ 3 
Whites Need the Negro. 

“The second great difficulty in the 
way of separation of the races is found 
in the fact that the white people of the 
south do not wish the negro to go. I 
know that it’is said now and then that 
the white people of the south would be 

lad to get rid of the negro, and no 

oubt there are a few who feel that way, 

but I have talked with hundreds of white 
men and white women on this subject 
and have never yet seen one who was 
willing to have his own negro servants 
and friends sent off. TI offer in proof of 
this statement that when Mr. Williams, 
better known as ‘Peg Leg,’ was operating 
in Georgia;:and other southern states, a 
few years ago, seeking to carry the 
negroes away from the farms and homes 
of the whites who were employing them, 
there arose such a storm of opposition to 
him that it became unsafe for Mr. Wil- 
liams to show his face in certain of our 
counties. If we are so anxious for the 
negro to be sent away, why try to stop 
him when he wishes to go? If we would 
be glad to have all the negroes in the 
south deported, why threaten to Iynch 
the man who is helping us-to the cher- 
ished solution of owr problem? 

“The best way to run the negro off is 
to quit employing him. Yet, in spite of 
this, about 99-!00 of all the cooks, but- 
lers. ,porters, coachmen, etc., employed 
in the south are negroes. Thousands of 
absolutely necessary jobs are given by 
preference to the negroes by white peo- 

le. 
"idles the head of the third difficulty, 
let us discuss the question in a broader 
sense. There is in the negro a pretty 
well-developed home instinct. He may 
wander about for a time, but he nearly 
alwgvs comes back to the scenes of his 
childhood and to the. friends of his 
earlier years. 

‘‘The negro is today a free American 
citizen, and he can never be made to get 
out of this country against his will. The 
United States government will never 
adopt the high-handed measure of con- 
fiscating the millions of ddllars worth of 
property today owned by negroes, in or- 
der that they may be dumped upon some 
land which the theorist may hold to be 
of equal value to that wrested from 
them. The right-thinking people of the 
United States—and I am glad to believe 
that there are more of that kind than 
any. other—will never congent to the in- 
human proposition of dumping nine mil- 
lion negroes down upon an island, or in 
a distant state, without the facilities of 
living. We recognize the fact, today. 
fhat the negro requires something more 
than dirt and air, ané@ a forest in which 
to roam. He has advanced some way 
from savagery. 


Is No Longer a Savage. 


“Look into the average home of the 
negro today, not the hovel of the poorest 
nor the home of the wealthiest. but the 
average home, and see what you find 
there. There will be found the cooking 
stove. the bed, tables, chairs, the clock, 
hooks, maguzines, newspapers, letters, ar- 
tificial Nghts and abundant pictures, even 
though they may be cheap, upon the 
walls. There, in nearly every case, will 
be found the Bible and hymn book. The 
negro living today in the southern states, 
having co in contact with a high civili- 
zation for three centuries, will never again 
be satisfiel] with a forest in which to 
roam and a river in which to fish. ‘If, 
by sheer force of brute power, we could 
wrench him from his gvtiing amongst us 
and -place him again in conditions of 
savagery, we would shock every moral 
sensibijity in the negro that three hun- 
Gred years’ contaet with ourselves has 
developed in him. The honest, earnest: 
and uggelfish whites of the United States 
of America—and, I repeat, I believe they 
are in the majority—will never consent 
to the inhuman propggition of dumping 
nine million negroes down to themselves, 

“There is no inconsistency in my argu- 
ment here. [ maintain that the negro is 
nu longer a savage, that in his wants he 
gives evidence of development. But in- 
tellectual and mora} fibre harden slowly 
and there is grave Aanger, if mot a cer- 
tainty, that the bulk of the*negro race 
separajed from the white race would lapse 
temporarily into a condition approaching 
that from which they were taken when 
they were brought as slaves to our 
country. 

“Now, aside from its impossibility, is 
separation the best course to secure peace 
and prosperity? This resolves itself into 
two questions, namely: First, is it best 
for the whites? and second, is it best for 
the blacks? At least, for the present, the 
regro is an essential factor In our tudius 
trial enterprises. The great bulk of the 
farm work done on the farms in the south 
in producing corn, cotton and potatocs 
is done by the negro laborers. 

“While the negro does do the larger 
part of the: farm work in the south to- 
day, that if he were sent away the Euro- 
pean and Asiatic races. who are today 
unwilling to work side by side with hia. 
would fill his place. But the gravity of 
the south's problem would be enhanced 
and not lessened by such an exchange. 
The race from which we could look with 
the greatest hope for laborers to supply 
the megro's place would the Chinese, 
and ‘we would, in no wise, legsen the 
gravity of our problem by bringing “4h > 

hinaman here. Even race vrejudice, the 
most serious hindyance in the way of our 
peace, is as pronounced on the part of an 
American for a Chinaman as for 2 negro. 


Opportunity for Brotherly Service. 
“To agree that the separation of th 


raceg was the only means of securing 
peace and prosperity would bring upon 
the white people the mortifying admission 
that they are too weak to deal fairly, 
honestly and well by.a weaker brother.

These, I believe, are only a pledge and 
a prophecy of what the race can do 
and will do under proper conditions 
but, as yet, there are entirely too few o 
such, The great body of the ag is not 
able yet to stand alone. The influence 
of civilization has not permeated the 
entire man. There is, in thousands 
of cases, simply the superficial polish, 
the heart has not been touched. And, 
I believe that the segregation of -the 
negroes, even though there should be 
deported along with the lawless the men 
of tough moral fiber and intellectual 
ability, your Washingtons, your r- 
ners, your Bowens, your Gainesés, your 
Proctors, your Lintons and the rest, 
would result disastrously. I belleve- that, 
notwithstanding the strides in progress, 
the experiment would end like the mis- 
erable and pitiable experiment in Li- 
beria is ending today—in degradation 
end death. 

“My friends, you have asked me to 
speak to you on this occasion and your 
request betrays the fact that you have 
confidence in me. I speak to you frank- 
ly. candidly, sincerely, and a& your friend 
when:I say to you that I believe ‘it is 
to the black man's interest to-keep in’ 
touch with the high civilization,of the 
south. I am sure that you will recog- 
nize the fact that I speak to you as a 
friend when I say it ig to your interest 
not only to keep in touch with this civ- 
fligation, but, as far as in you lies, to 
ccntribute to its highest elements. Call 
all that is noblest, call all that is tru- 
est, call all that is most righteous and 
best in you to the point. of supremacy 
and hod it there while yOu work for your 
own salvation and that of our entire 
people. I believe as firmly as I be- 
lieve thag I am speaking to you tonight 
that, the whites and blacks are going to 
remain in the south, 

“If separation is impossible, and is 
not to the best interests of the whites 
and the blacks of the south, how can we 
Promote peace and prosperity? I an- 
swer, first, by being patient with each 
other. There was never any worthy 
work that was accomplished that did 
not have in it the element of patience. 
Remember that ‘a soft answer tufneth 
away wrath.’ Do hot lose your temper 
because somebody acts badly. Often you 
can win a friend by a gentle and cour 
teous reply to a hot word. 

No Social Equality. 

‘Remember that social equality is the 
idle dream of a cocaine ‘doper.. The 
clamor on the part of the unfit for so- 
cial equality before financial, intellec- 
tual, socia] and moral fitness is attained 
is like the effort to get the shine be- 
fore getting the shoes, There has never 
been any feature of the problem. pro- 
duced the proximity of the two races 
of the south that has given so much 
troubler produced so much hard feeling 
and hindered the advancement of the 
negro race as the foolish effort on the 
part of some of their number, and at 
times a considerable number, to secure 
what they call social] equality. The 
sconer that folly is gotten out of your 
minds, the better it will be for ail con- 
cerned, Any one with a thimbleful of 
sense knows that there is no such thing 
as social equality in the white race.. 
There are plenty of white people in the 
city of Atlanta who are not recognized 
by anybody as the social equals of other 
white people. White society is a very 
exclusive thing, even amongst wWhffte peo- 
tle themselves. There are rather pro- 
nounced strata in even the society of 
a small city like Atlanta 
“There is no such thing as social 
equality in the negro race. Your best 
people, your ‘aristocrats,’ do not think 
of inviting the frequenters of Decatur 
street dives to their receptions. There 
are sOme things that can be securéd by 
law. There afe some privileges that the 
law insures. But it is beyond the power 
of legislatures and congress to make one 
man socially attractive to another. So- 
cia] equality does not depend upon color. 
It would be far better for all of us to 
strive earnestly to merit the good will, 
the respect and the confidence of all 
men than to spend our time and bruise 
Our headg in trying to butt into what 
We may conceive to be police society. 


Avoid All Idleness. 


‘You will work for the peace and 
prosperity of the future if you teach 
your children to work. Never allow 
chem to run the streets unemployed. It 
would be better for you, for them, for 
posterity that you should bind them out 
rather than allow them to loaf. The idle 
are our menace. As We look back at 
the journey. over hoe the negro has 
come We see that the Giscipline acquired 
during siavery was a most potent factor 
in his advancement. Teach your ~ chil- 
dren that idleness and loafir- not only 
lead to theft and other crimes, but 
itself a disgrace, God and humanity 
need every ounce Of power in the world 
and need it employed on the side of 
good, 

“If you can, OWn your own homes. A 
man becomes a better citizen when he 
feels that he represents property as well 
as opinions at a polling place. 

“Let liquor and cocaine alone. We all 
need clear heads and steady Himbs for 
the tasks of today. Refuse to Hsten to 
the arguments of any man upon whote 
breath you can detect the odor of stim- 
ulants. 

“Will you let me say in closing one 
other deiicate word? Refuse, absolute- 
ly refuse. social recognition to any wom- 
an who has children, but no husband. 

“Because I argue that the race can- 
rot be separated, ought not to be sep- 
arated and will not be separated, does 
not mean that I believe that there is 
nothing- for us to do. I make no plea 
for indifference, nor for supineness, nor 
for stagnation. There are many things 
that we must do. There are high du- 
ties that devolve upon us and work 
well nign ag hard as transporting a race. 
But this is feasible, fhis is possible, tnis 
is in reach of all, both white and black. 
Whatever problem we have can be sét- 
tled by industry, economy. sobriety, pa- 
tience, righteousness and love.’’

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tiom of council yesterday afternoon by 
Mayor Howell in a decidedly interesting 
communication. 

“Either the officials whose duty it is 
to look after this matter are not proper- 
ly doing their duty or the plan for get- 
ting & proper tax valuation on property 
is not a good one,” the mayor wrote. 

J. L. Harrison, C. D. Meador and J. 
H. Ewing, the members of the board of 
tax assessors, declined yesterday after- 
roon to discuss the possibility impiied 
by Mayor Howell that they have failed 
to properly perform their duties. 

The Message of the Mayor. 

The communication of Mayor Howell 
is as follows: 

“To the General Council of the City 
of Atlanta, Ga. 

“Gentlemen: The shortage in ovr tax 
returns, both in real and personai prop- 
erty, is so pronounced that I deem it 
proper to eal] the attention of your hon- 
orable body to it. 

“Either the officers, whose duty it is 
to look after this matter, are not prop- 
erly doing their duty or the pian for 
getting a.proper tax valuation on prop- 
erty ig not a good one, and some change 
should be made by-:which a fair valua- 
tion could be arrived at. 

“My attention has been forcibly called 
to this matter by the following memo- 
randum handed me by a member of the 
general council, to-wit: 

“Personalty in the year 189! was given 
in at $14,205,332, and in !902, eleven 
years later, at $12,123,045, which shows 
a falling off of $2,082,289. 

“Real estate in (896 was assessed at 
$43,522,967, and in 902, Seven years 
later, at $43,693,493, which was an ad 
vehce of only $170,526. 

“The total income received by the city 
in the year !896 from both real estate 
and personalty was $826,967, while for 
the year i902 the totaj received from 
same sources was $967,706, being a loss 
of $129,261, notwithstanding the fact 
that we have increased the number of 
Officials to manage the assessment and 
jook after the same, 

“The expenses of the city government 
are increasing. Al] the departments are 
needing more money than we are able 
to give them, and the falling off of our 
nceome is severely affecting our city. 

“It is the duty of the council to take 
this matter up at once. I will take pleas- 
ure in giving such assistance as I can 
in the matter. 

“We all know that there has been a 
large increase in both real and personal 
property in this city since 1896, and 
every person should be required to make 
a just return of his preperty, and if 
he fails to do so his name should be 
reported to the officials whose duty it 
is to make assessments. If the law is 
deficient it should be .strengthened. If 
the officials whose duty it is to see af- 
ter this income are deficient then we 
must devise some other plan. We cer- 
tainly cannot and ‘must not let this 
condition of affairs continue. Very re- 
spectfully,

Cornelia--Funeral 
Wednesday. 


Dr. Sterhen Terry Biggers, one of the 

pioneer citizens of Atlanta and the old- 
€st physician in the city, died early yes- 
terday morning at 5:25 o'clock at Cor- 
relia, Ga., at the home of his nephew, J. 
M. Piggers. 
Dr. Biggers was 92 years old at the 
time of his death, but despite his old 
age he possessed the greatest vitality, 
and it was owing to his extraordinarily 
strong will power that he ‘kept alive 
So icng. 
general breaking down and was not due 
to any one disease. 

About sig weeks ago he returhed from 
a fishing trip up the Chattahoochee river 
in the very pest of spirits and apparent- 
ly in perfect heaith, On arriving in 
the city he expressed his desire to pay 
a visit to tis nephew in Cornelia, Ga.,

He was rational up to !2 o'clock §Sun- 
day night. At that time he took a glass 
of water, and after this it was seen 
that he grew worse. Gradually his life

o clock yesterday morning. 
Took His Own Medicine. 

Throughecut ris sickness he conducted 
himself far 4ifferently from the ordinary 
person. He had perfect confidence in 
timself and in his medicines, and up 
to Friday morning he prescribed his own 
medicines, under the supervision of Dr. 
S. T. Biggers, Jr. He refused to go to 
ted and spent a large part of his time 
walking around the room and sitting in 
a chair. It was not until Friday that 
he consented to go to bed, and only 
went then on account of his feeble condi- 
ton. 

He seemed to understand that his 
death was only a mattér of time, for 
he had prophesied that he would die by 
the Ist x October at least, and seomed 
to be isfied to die. He had also 
ennounced that he never would die in 
bed and that he would have his clothing 
cn at the mcment of death. He came 
rear to keeping his word in this réspect, 
too. 

Dr. Biggers was the oldest physician 
in Atlanta. He was born in Abbeville 
district, South Carolina, on August 13, 
1813. He graduated in medicine in the 
medical college in Macon when hé was 
22 yeurs old and came to this city at 
the age of 30. Arriving here he com- 
menced practicing, having his office on 
the corner of Decatur street cnd Central 
avenue, and rapidly established a good 
practice. At the time that he arrived 
in the city, which was then known as 
Martbasville, there wes but one phyei- 
cian here. From that first day he prac- 
ficed without intermission for sixty 
years, He made a great part of his own 
medicines. Many yé@lirs ago hé manu- 
factured & medicine which has since that 
time beccme widely known aj] over. the 
United States and in many other coun- 
tries. He continued practicing until 
@bout two years ago, when. he retired 
from active work. oe 
| He was one of the first mayors of Mar- 
‘thasville and discharged his duties with 
credit to hig adopted city. He was a 
member of the city council in the yéars 
1848, 1876. and 1877. Gradually all: his 


contemporaries died off and at the time ' 


His death was the result of a, 


Durham, of Atlanta, the late Joseph 
Adolphus, of Atlanta; Dr. I. G. M. Goss, 
of Marietta, ang Dr. G. M. Green, of 
Decatur, established the Georgia Col- 
lege of Eclectic Medicine and Surgery, 
and was elected president. This position 
he held for twenty years, resigning 
about four years ago on account cf in- 
ability to perform his duties. In eight 
or ten instances at least he is known to 
have paid the expenses of young men 
through the schools of medicine and to 
have given them ftrther aid in the 
early days of their practice. 

He was the editor fer many years of 

The Georgia Eclectic Medical Journal, 
which he established and worked , by 
himseff until Dr. Durham became asso- 
ciated with him’ in the control of the 
paper, 
Diring the civil war he was a mem- 
ter of the confederate reserves, since he 
was even then too old to take an ac- 
tive paft in the war. For wary years 
he was an active Mason, belonging to a 
Macon lodge. 

Durifig his long practice he accumu- 
lated a comfortable fortune, though its 
value is unknown. He owned property 
in Austell, in Dahlonega, and. several 
houses on Luckie stresat in this city. 
Besiaes this he had property in Flor- 
ida. 

He was mazyried early in*life to Miss 
Roberts. He is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Z. Martin: two daughters in 
law, Mrs. W. R. Biggers, Sr., and Mrs.

BOBBY WALTHOUR 
KING OF PACERS 


SE a 


Defeated Mbert Champion in 
Fifteen Mile Race 


Walthour Passed His Man Nine 
Times, Winning by Nearly a 
Mile in Fast Time of 22:39. 
Champion Applauded 
by Crowd. 


Proud France was humiliated and the 
supremacy of America again establish- 
ed without the shadow of a doubt when 
Bobby Walthour, of Atlanta, U. 8. A., 
girded about with the Stars and Stripes, 
met and defeated Albert Champion, of 
Paris, France, fying his emblem, the 
saucy red ribbon, in a 15-mile straight- 
“away motor-paced race at the Col'seum 
last night. 

No record-breaking time was made in 
the big race, but a record smashing 
house witnessed the contest, as fully 
five thousand persons shouted them- 
selves hoarse when. their idol, Bobby 
Walthour, lapped and relapped the fast 
little French rider. The Atlanta boy 
passed the Frenchman nine times, ,win- 
ning the race by nine and two-fifths laps 
in 22:39. 

It was the largest crowd that has ever 
been packed within the Coliseum walls, 
not even excepting the immense throngs 
which have filled the large building on, 
previous occasions during the horse 
show. Every box was taken and every 
available seat in the grand stand and 
gallery was filled long before the time 
for the beginning of the race. Many who 
could not—or would not—find seats clse- 
where crowded intg the press box and 
left the poor scribes to scribble away 
as best they could inside the arena or in 
the aisles. 


Walthour’s Race. 

At no time was Champion in the race 
with Walthour, as the Atlanta rider took” 
the lead at the very crack of the starting 
pistol, and held it up to the first and 
only accident which occurred in the fifth 
lap of the second mile, when Walthoyr's 
rear tire was punctured. -—Hg then took 
it up when the race was & — 
and increased this lead up a2 si 
finish. 

Shortly after the fourth mile had been 
entered Gussie Lawson shot a little 
more juice into Candy, Jr.’s feeding tube 
and the thing spurted off like a being 
possessed, Walthour close in behind, and 
before Jed Newkirk, ah Dixie, fully real- 
ized the significance of the movement, 
Lawson and Walthour were side by side 
with him and Champion and had shot 
by them for the first of the nine times 
amid a perfect storm of applause from 
grand stand and gallery. 

This first lap seemed but to give Wal- 
thour a taste of the Frenchman’s blood, 
for immediately he called for still more 
pace from faithful Candy-; and still more 
faithful Gussie, and while reeling off the 
next—the fifth—mile he again sprinted 
by the champion of France, and before 
the crowd had time to catch their breath 
for more vigorous applause had two laps 
to the good on the Frenchman. 

Accident Averted. 

The next time Walthour decided to pass 
his man was in the seventh mile, and 
it was then that he and Lawson showed 
their audacity, for the immense thronz 
shivered with horror as they caught and 
whirled by Champion and Newkirk while 
these riders were in the act of passing 
the “‘accident corner.” 

For a moment Candy, Jr., wavered, and 
those in the ring who have so often wit- 
nessed horrible scenes enacted while rac- 
ers were passing this dangerous point 
Caught their breath and clenched their 
teeth, as they expected nothing less than 
the death of at least two of the men. 
Lawson steadied his nerves, however, 
and with as fine a piece of engineering 
work as has ever been seen on the At- 
lanta track guided Candy, Jr., in safety 
around the treacherous curve. 

After this Walthour remembered the 
race in the north in which Champion 
had without mercy rode rings around 
him in the presence of a hostile crowd. 
It was then that he determined to even 
up. He took a short respite ang let the 
eighth mile go by without passing the 
Frenchman, but when the ninth mile was 
entered upon he determined to get in 
his sweet revenge. He did it. In the 
next five miles as rapidly as the miles 
were reeled off he lapped his opponent, 
passing him consecutively in the ninth, 
tenth, eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth 
miles. 

Walthour made an attempt to pass 
Champion in the fourteenth mile, but the 
Frenchcan by an extra burst of speed 
thwarted the attempt. In the fifteenth, 
however, Walthour again got in his dead- 
ly work and whirled by Champion while 
the band played Dixie and the immense 
crowd shrieked with joy. He almost 
caught him again before the finish—but 
the crowd was satisfied. ‘ 


Champion Cheered. 

Again Champion showed his sportsman- 
like spirit and was greeted with applause 
as loud and long as that given Wal- 
thour, the winner. As the two riders 
slowed up after the pistol shot had ended 
the race, Champion rode up beside Wal- 
thour and extended his hand in hearty 
congratulation to the Atlantan for the 
game race he had ridden. The act did 
not escape the notice of the crowd, and 
the appreciation of every spectator was 
shown. 

Champion will always be given a hearty 
greeting by Atlanta spectators, for in 
the two races he has entered here he 
has shown that he was a true sports 
man. 

Lawson on Candy, Jr., won from New- 
kirk on the Dixie in the two-mile motor 
race in the fast time of 2:42.

TALKS OF 


THE DOG BITE 


Senator E. F. Noel, of Mississippi, 
who wag brought to Atlanta to be treat- 
ed at the Pasteur infirmary for a. dog 
bite, as told in The Constitution of yes- 
terday in detail, was able to be out for 
a walk yesterday morning, and when re- 
turning to his private boarding -place 
told The Constitution representative of 
his condition. 

Senator Aoel.@tated that. he went di- 
rectly from the train at noon yester- 
day to the infirmary, where he was at 
once given an examination, and the 
wound on his leg where the dog had bit 
him given the customary treatment. 

Senator Noe] was told by the physician 
in charge that there was no positive way 
to know whether the dog that bit him 
had rabies unless the head of thé brute 
could be brought hegre to be examined, 
and having already teft’ instructions at 
Ackerman to have the u0g’s head ex- 
presped to Atlanta, Senator Noel at 
once wired again to repeat‘ the order. 
He has received from Ackerman a re- 
rly which states that the dog was burled 
shortly after It was killed. 

This left Senator Noe] in doubt about 
the condition of the dog, but the ctr- 
cumstances all led to the one determina- 
tion, and that was to begin at once 
and take the Pasteur treatment, which 
in all events will obliterate any danger 
to him after the treatment shall have 
thoroughly inoculated his system, 

Senator Noe] says he has not felt the 
least fears on aceOunt of the bite, but, 
on the other hand, has slept. well, eaten 
well and enjoyed his stroll very much 
yesterday, and would take a constitu- 
tional daily during the treatment which 
he will now remain here and undergo, 
The Pasteur treatment, which is con- 
fidered a sure preventative for hydro- 
phobia, requires twenty-one days, 

With a view to keeping quiet and be- 
ing allowed to rest at will in a perfect- 
ly mndisturbed manner, Senator Noel 
was allowed to leave the ‘nfirmary yces- 
terday and go to No. 85 Luckie street, 
where he has a comfortable room and 
intends remaining during his stay in 
Atlanta.

The question of whether Tax Collector 
C. S. MoCall, of Witcox éounty, should 
collect the state taxes aftér having been 
enjoined from collecting the county taxes 
was puf to Comptroller General W. A.

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New York, September 21:,-There was a 
period of depression in the stock mar- 
ket today, but the market recovered later 
in the day and wiped out most of the de- 
clines. The covering of shorts by the 
béars was the prihcipal element in the 
rally, but the bears were prompted to 
this course by the lessened anxiety mani- 
fested by the real owners of stocks. The 
principa, factor in the relief sentiment 
was the news from the crop region and 
its effect on the grain market. The weath- 
er map was reported an ideal one for all 
classes of crops. In addition to this 
present condition the weekly statistics 
of railroad traffic showed a large increase 
in the movement of corn, and primary 
points showed an increase of 1,993,000 
bushels over the week ‘before and of 
2,828,000 over the movement of the cor- 
responding week last year. It was 4ar- 
gued that if the farmers were willing to 
part so freely with thair holdings of corn 
it served to discredit the week’s report 
of excessive frost damage to the cereal. 
The corn market acted in response to this 
view and the wheat market also was 
weak. The later stiffening in the price 
of wheat was attributed to the develop- 
ment of an export demand, s0 that its 
rally did not hurt stocks. The course of 
United States Stee] was watched with 
great jnterest, and its decline to a shade 
below the lowest record, which was 
reached Jast week, encouraged the traders 
to sell the rest of the list. The assertion 
was circulated that the leading banking 
interest in the steel corporation had €x- 
pressed the opinion that there Was no 
occasion for eupporting measures in the 
stock market. Other stocks in which this 
interest is dominant were affected—nota- 
bly the coalers. It was evident, how- 
ever, that support was afforded United 
States Steel. The fact that a number of 
the iron and steel industrrals commanded 
a premium in the loan department this 
morning served as a warning to the bears 
that they might be overselling the mar- 
ket and prompted them to cover, While 
the disposition to sell stocKs Was thus 
curbed in the course of the day, no im- 
portant demand was awakened and the 
market showed increasing dullness in the 
course of the rally. The financial dis- 
trict continued in a state of uncertainty 
and apprehension over the possible exten- 
sion of the reaction and contraction tg 
the commercial world at large. Allega- 
tions have been made that the demand 
for mercantile credits is showing great 
urgency, and that high rates are paid 
for these credits. Inquiry amongst bank- 
érs in the ‘Wall street district failed to 
bear out the assertion, prime grades of 
paper negotiated through customary chan- 
nels being 6 to 6 1-2 per cent. For names 
less well known and for applications 
from other than regular customers bank- 
ers are inclined to ask higher rates, or 
are indisposed to loan at all. This is in 
accordance with the knowledge that the
